‘a main-top-gallant-maft for a mizen top-maft, 
and her fails and rigging much damaged in the 
aftion wi Veftal. 

Capt. James Smith, of his majefty’s thip 
Seahorfé, of 20 guns and 160 men, by letter 
dated at plymouth the 11th inftant, gives the 
following account of the abovementioned action.

94 leagues S. W from the Start, viz. That he
